Fearful Cyclone. 
London, May 29.— During tho fearful 
cyclone, which has been rnginp; iu tho Bay 
of Bengal, the Bhip Gernuinia whs lost and 
sixty-four men who were on board tho ves- 
sel lost their lives with tho ship. Tho Brit- 
ish bark Rydalmere, C»pt. Bernard, which 
recently sailed from Calcutta, was swept 
high uud dry on shore near Diamond Har- 
bor, in the river, thirty-live miles below 
Calcutta, Tho British Bhip Glengarry, Capt. 
Lindsay, was abandoned at sea, but the 
crew was saved. The British steamer (Jror- 
maniu sailed from Batoum, April '2'2, for 
Calcutta, und passed Perim, in tho Gulf of 
Bombay, India, on May i3. She is probably 
the vessel meant in the above dispatch. 

The Ito.se (iT Ylrlne. 

RoilK, May '2'.) — The f'opo will instruct 
M^r. r'ranoisca, Papal Nuncio at Brussels, 
to presint, the Hose of Virtue to the Queen 
of the Belgians. 

Cholera In Hamburg. 
Bkrun, May 2!) — In consci|itonco of the 
otlieial administration's report that cholera 
exists at Hamburg, the Berlin police have 
iesutned the use of disenfeotants in evory 
quarter of tho city. 

World's Fair Awards Worthless. 

BERLIN, May 29. — The newspapers here 
concur in declaring that the awards at the 
Chicugo World's Fair will bo worthless, 
since tho Fair committee has refused to give 
nn international composition In lliu system 
of awards. Tho newspapers express regret 
that German exhibitors were enticed to the 
World's Fair. 

Imperial House of Commons. 

London', May 29.— The House of Com- 
mons assembled again to-day, after the 
Whitsuntide recess. There waa but a small 
attendance, aud the House discussed the 
subject of supply. 

Charged w*Ui inch Treason. 

VIENNA, May 29. — Twelve young noble- 
men have been arrested in Baje, peninsula 
of Isthrs, for high treason. They are 
charged with having conspired to sepurate 
Mrieste from Austria aud annex it to Italy. 

Empreia of Austria's Health. 

Vienna, May 29. — To day, for the first 
time in a number of years, IJmpress Eliza- 
beth, of Austria, attended a court recep- 
tion. Universal surprise w,ir expressed at 
this course ou the part of Her Majesty, after 
her prolonged absence from these functions 
from which it was supposed she had severed 
herself forever. A large number of Hun- 
garian notables were present at the recep- 
tion. 

A tlurglnr ou Ills Travels. 

BERLIN, M.iy 29. — An American named 
Harden, professing to be the agent of a firm 
of terriers in Sun Francisco, was arrested 
hero last night to answer a charge of pocket- 
picking. On him was found the Chilian Min- 
ister's pocket book, which ho is accused of 
having stolen on a railway train between 
Verviers und Cologne Harden had also 
burglars' tools in his possession, and is 
believed to be tho burglar who recently 
robbed a jewelry shop in this city. 

Killed at a Bull Fight. 

Madrid, May 29. — During a bull fight at 
Gotafe, near this city, to-day, a crowd of 
men and boys invaded the ring and wor- 
ried the bulls. Two young men were gored 
to death and many others were injured. 
The public officials who wore pro- 
siding made no effort to interfere 
with the mob entering tho ring, 
or to protect them from tho bulls. The 
spectators applauded and cheered while the 
bulls charged the men who were beating 
them. It is announced this evening that 
ull who invaded the ring will he proaeouted. 



RELEASED FROM PRISON. 

The Dowager Duchess of Sutherland at Lib- 
erty-Statement of Her Experiences. 

London', May 29. — The Dowager Duchess 
of Sutherland, who was sentenced on tho 
ISth of April last by Sir Francis Jeuno in 
the probate division of tho High court, to 
pay a line of £250 and bo imprisoned for six 
weeks lor having destroyed a document 
which she was permitted to examine by 
order of tho court, uiul which related to tho 
pending contest over tho will of the latu 
Duke of .Sutherland, wus to-day released 
from Hollowuy prison, where sho had been 
confined as a first class misdemeanant. 
Notwithstanding tho medical reports 
of the alarming condition of he 1- 
health, owing to, or aggravated by im- 
prisonment, tho Duchess looked well. Sho 
stated in un interview that she had suffered 
terribly (luring her imprisonment. She had 
lout two Btonu in weight in six weeks. She 
wus only allowed to see friends three times 
a week. " My lonelineso," sho said, "was 
terrible. The paper whieli wus burned did 
not relato to tho will, but was a letter of a 
single sheet, referring to a grave family 
scandal oceuring many years before I en- 
tered tho tamily. I promised my husband 
in his lust hour that I would prevent the 
scandal from coming up and I wus faithful 
to his dying wish." 

CANADIAN CATTLE IN iENGLAN »■ 

Existing Conditions nnd Regulations 
Ruinous. 

Glasgow, May 29.— The Glusgow im- 
porters of Canadian cattlo have seut word 
by cible to tho exporters to stop shipping, 
as tho delays, owing to tho requirements of 
the Board of Agriculture thut tho cattle 
b1iu.11 bo slaughtered on arrival, aro ruinous 
to tho trade. Throe veaaels loaded with 
cattle are awaiting tho disposal of their 
cargoes, and others are coming. Prices 
have fallen £3 on each animal in view of 
the fact thut no diseuso in tho cattle has 
been developed. Tho shippers have again 



rf quested the Board of Agriculture to laiso 
the existing embargo, but the Board re- 
fused to graut tho request. 

FROM THE SEALING FLEET. 

Luck of tho Yessels In Japanese Waters Re- 
ported in a Letter From the 
"Alexander." 

A private letter reached Sun Franciaco a 
few days ago from one of the crew of the 
big steamer Alexander, which, when fitting 
out at that, city for her voyage, was sup- 
posed to bo preparing for t-otne gigantic 
poaching expedition. Ehe letter is dated 
from Hakodate, Japan, uud stutes thut the 
vessel has been sealing in Japanese waters 
ever since her arrival from Honolulu. The 
contents of the letter as published, and 
which tuny interest Victoria sealers, ate 
given us follows : 

" On May 5 tho Alexander had taken 
1 002 skins, (not having hud vety good 
luck), i iwner Simons, one ol tho hunters, 
was (high line) with 127 skins On May 1 
the schooner Allie I. Alger, of Seattle, had 
1,250 skins, the Herman 27S, tho Agnes 
Mnedonald 809, aud the San Diego 90. 
Many others were bare and some hud from 
twenty to i-ixty skins. The schooner Rose 
Sparks lost two of her bouts, but the Alex- 
ander picked them up and they were on 
the steamer at Hakodate when the mail left. 

"The Lilly L , owned by C. D. Ladd, of 
San Francisco, was reported missing, und 
Capt. McLean, of tho Alexander, fears alio 
is lost, but Mr. Ladd has a letter from his 
vessel, dated Maroli 27 in which it is Btatcd 
that ull is well. The C. (i. Whito wus in 
the same gale ub tho Lilly L , and shipped u 
sea which washed everything moveable 
ovei board nnd gutted the cabin and fore- 
castle. The Anaconda, Capt. Liwson, was 
in tho same gale und lost nil her sails and 
had live boats smashed. She had to put 
into Yokohama for repairs. Tho letter con- 
cludes : 

" 'And during tho same blow we lost one 
of our boats, and a schooner, whose name I 
have forgotten, lost three boats uud four 
men. The Mattie T. Dyer lost one of her 
boats and a crew of four men, but luckily 
they were picked up by the echooner Web- 
Bter. Tiie Alexander will be in Hakodate 
again the hitter part of June, All aro well 
on board.' " 



BRITISH COLUMBIA MATTERS. 

Railways In the Province — The Mainland 
Agitation— Interview With Hon. 
Colomd Baker. 

The Canadian Gazette, of London, Eng- 
land, contains the following report of un 
interview with Hon. Col. Baker: 

"I wish," said Colonol Baker, "you 
would correct u misapprehension which 
seems to prevail hero in regard to the new 
railway schema in British Columbia. It 
has been asserted — and very positively as- 
serted in the United States— ttiat the 
Canada Western or British Pacific railway 
company, which proposes to construct n 
Hue through lititish Columbia and, by way 
of the Yellow Head Pass, into the Canadian 
Northwest, lies secured a guarantee from 
the Provincial Government. Not only is 
this not the case, but no such proposal has 
even been before the Provincial Executive. 
No inouey whatever has been grunted, and 
there is no question of the kit d under dis- 
cussion. A land grunt was some time Btnce 
attached to tho undertaking, but the only 
step taken at the lust session of tho Legis- 
lature was tn extend their charter for one 
year, until 1)594 " 

'• What about the now line through the 
Crow's Nest Puss 2" 

" Well, thut is proceeding. It is called 
the British Columbia Southern Railway, and 
will open up enormous coal areas, aa well as 
very valuable pasture nnd fanning lands." 

''And what about this Beccssion move- 
ment of which we havo heard some wild 
talk lately?" 

Colonel Baker laughed in reply. " You 
may take it," ho said, " that thut is mere 
party nonsenso, There is nothing whatever 
in the ideu. I am myself a representa'ivc 
of the Mainland, and if thero was anything 
at ull serious in tho idea of creating u new 
Mainland Province, distinct from Vancouver 
Island, I suppose I should know 
something ubout it. Somo of the peo- 
ple of New Westminster and Vancouver 
have have persuaded themselves that the 
Provincial Government has been very ex- 
travagant over the erection of our new 
Legislative buildings in Victoria, but, as a 
matter of fact, the expenditure of £000,000 
is distributed over a number of years, so 
that tho yearly burden to tho Province is 
only $30,000, New legislative buildings of 
some sort wero absolutely necessary, and, 
representing us wo do a progressive people, 
we felt that we ought to make the new 
buildings worthy of tho Province, and in 
that decision we aro sure that tho people of 
British Columbia generally will support us. 
That political feeling has been aroused on 
the Mainland is of eonrso evident, hut it is 
purely political, nnd you may at onco dis- 
miss any talk about bo absurd a notion as 
the division of the Province into two sec- 
tions. " 



THE DUST NUISANCE. 

It Has More Than Offset the Helping Inllu- 
ence of the Flue Weather on Trade. 

Business men arc becoming indignant at 
the seeming indifference of tho aldermen or 
ivio executive in connection with street 
watering. The dust nuisance waa on Su.t- 
urday and yesterday very great indeed, und 
the effect upon shopping was marked, those 
who might have been expected to be about 
town taking advantage of the lino weather 
to visit tho stores, being kept awny from 
the principal streets by the heavy clouds of 
dust. The expected good results of tho 
setting in of fine wea her have, therefore, 
not been realized ; uud, opart from this 
loss of expected profits, dust causes every 
day hundreds of dollars damage to tho 
goods in the stores. Thero was talk of an 
indignation meeting, or the raising of a 
fund to havo the business streets watered 
by private enterprise, but tho uppcarunce 
of a watering cart for a nhort time yester- 
day has created a hope that the unaccount- 
able delay in resuming tho servico is not to 
last much longer. Merchants Buy that they 
average more sales on a rainy day than 
when tho weather is beautifully fine, like 
yesterday, with the nccompanimcnt of the 
duat nuisance, which might so enBily be 
avoided.

The Government appeals to tho mercantile 
community to aid in malting the lino a suc- 
cess, 

According to advices received by the Da- 
partment of Agriculture the export cuttle 
trade so far has proved moat unierauneratiue, 
in many cases u loss having been incurred 
equal to £20 per htud. 

Prince Roland Bonaparte and suite arriv- 
ed here this morning. The Prince is the 
guest of the Kurl and Countess of Derby. 

Mr. Lurke, executive commissioner for 
Canada ut tho World's Fair arrived from 
Chicugo this morning. He Bays the World's 
Fair is far from being complete, but he 
thinks the next two weeks will muke u won- 
derful difference.

PriuceBS May's wedding gift from the 
women of Canada will be the very interest- 
ing Bubjeat for discussiou at a meeting of 
some of the representative women 
of Victoria, to be held in a few days at the 
instancoof Mrs. Dowdney. Lady Derby hav- 
ing undertaken to head the movement in the 
Dominion, has communicated with the wives 
of the Lieu'enunt-Governors of the prov- 
inces, to seouie their co-operution, and Mrs. 
Dewdney has already takea steps to secure 
a prompt uud generul response from British 
Columbia to the invitation to contribute. 
Tho wives of the Mayors of the other cities 
have been written to, and they will no 
doubt gladly take the mutter up. 

The idea is that thero shall be no large 
contributions to the fund, hut rather that it 
shall consist of a multitude of small contri- 
butions.

Scientists and Peasants Gather on 
the Uliiliun Mountain Top to Wit- 
ness the Conjunction- 



Pen Picture of the Scene by One oi 
tlio Favored Few-Scenes Long 1 
to Be Kemeinbered. 



(Correspondonco of the Colonist.) 

CakRIZAX, Chili, April 19. — Through cir- 
cumstances unforseeti but surprisingly pro- 
pitious your correspondent was fortunate 
enough to find himself, ou tho morning of 
the eventful 16th, at Li Minn Bronce, and 
able to witness the phenomena of tho sun's 
total eclipse within a few feet of a six-inch 
equatorial telescope, manipulated by a well 
known Amcrioau astronomer, and almost 
precisely on tho Hue of total obscuration. 

Tho weathir was superb, and I may us 
well at once suy that no cloud passed tn 
damp tho enthusiasm of the astronomers or 
tho pleasure of the uninitiated ; the proceed- 
ings of sun and moon, from a scientific, tele 
scopic and spectacular view were observed 
with conspicuous success. liesules Mr. 
Schaeberle, of the Lick observatory, Mr. 
Sail, an Australian astronomer, and Mr 
Albertin, of London, were also present, and 
in attendance on these astronomic stars of 
the first magnitude revolved a considerable 
band of satellites and willing assistants. 

An article on "Niture," by Mr. King, 
consul at Can izil, first drew attention to 
tho adaptability of this locality for observ- 
ing, owing to iis position on tho lino of total 
eclipse and tho wonderful clearness of the 
atmosphere. Accordingly an inspection was 
made and a site selected by Mr. Schaeberle 
for the temporary mounting of the forty- 
foot Lick instrument, on the brow of an 
isolated " cerro " a few hundred feet above 
a copper mining establishment, a pinnacle 
of ono of the many barren, rocky ridges of 
mountain towards the fag end of the Ata- 
cama desert, amid the Andes, and (i,700 feet 
above sea level, where three important ele- 
ments combine to promise good results- 
geographical poiition on the lino of cotal 
eclipse, tho wide range commanded by the 
peak, and the freedom of these heights from 
cloud or mist. 

Presumably tho convenience of travellers 
in this region was considered by sun and 
moon. La Mina Bronco, on its remote emi- 
nence, nearly 100 miles from the coast, a 
secure and comfortable enough headquarters 
when reached, is most difficult of access. A 
railroad for tho conveyance of copper ore 
follows the trend of the valleys and renders 
valuable asbistanco by penetrating the in- 
terior to the extent of SO miles, to a termi- 
nus cilled Merceditas, but the twenty 
" odd " miles, on a most troublesome road, 
must be negotiated ou horsebick. I had 
overcome the railway stage of the journey 
and in company with one or two officers 
from tho Melpomene— a man-of-war just 
arrived from Coquimbo— and many country 
people, who evidently intended to celebrate 
the eve of the sun's eclipse ub a red-letter day, 
in their rather hum drum existences, de- 
ciding also that chicha, a strong native 
liquor, wus to take an important share in 
tho proceedings, and haviug myself suc- 
cumbed to the importunity of tho station 
master at Merceditas, who was extremly 
anxious to cement diplomatic relations be 
tween Great Britain and Chili with a 
friendly 'copo,' had given up ull thought of 
getting further, and by sunset was engaged 
peacefully supping in u shed listening to the 
' ztniacuecas ' and revelling! going on ou'- 
side in the station yard, svhen towards 7 
p ni., the dancing digged and presently a 
horse's head protruded through the open 
doo.-way. Soon his rider, an inebriated 
' Huaso,' attired in dust cloak and somu 
rero, appeared immediately, commencing to 
display tl.o points of his excited steed by 
turning and twisting round tho narrow 
table to tho imminent danger of crockery 
and by no means to tho diversion of the f:j\v 
Chilenoa and ChilenuH seated thereat. 

" Come now Oringito," ho exclaimed— 
" come with uh and see the eclipse, a horse 
is ready, it is only— una cueslion de las 
horas." 

It was kindly meant, no doubt, but to 
this proposition my first thoughts were 
hatdly agreeable. However, as the " Griu- 
gito " did not possess a horse or other means 
of reaching observation spot, beyond his 
two legs, and being ambitious, a few minutes 
reflection decided him to throw in his lot 
antl go with the Huaso and his bretbern. 

Tin- hrethern having wasted a good deal 
of valuable time by heated arguments and 
mad captrings Within the yard, aa is, 1 fear, 
his invariable custom, by 8 p.m. wo ivero 
fairly on the road and going well in spite of 
rocks and darkness. Five hours sufficed to 
cover tho distance, a rough mountainous 
district that tried to the utmost the capa- 
bilities of these sturdy Chilian "jacas" 
a3 they call them, and niter many vicissitudes 
it wub 1 a.m. before I was comfortably en- 
sconced in a snug apartment at tho mine — 
in dreamland— but j dting aud stumbling 
over the stony paths of its apparently inter- 
minable cirdilleras. 

The first conjunction occured on tho fol- 
lowing Sunday morning at 7:1"), but long 
before that hour onlookers and scientists 
had strolled up the hill and assembled on 
its summit in force. Tho leading astrono- 
mer, Mr. Schaeberle, his satellites and a 
favored few, already were grouped round 
tile telescope, while tho ordinary ruck of 
Chilian humanity were gathered together 
outside tho sacred roped circlo and 
were eagerly, pei haps snm»what curiously, 
awaiting developments from an adjoining 
hillock, under tho strict surveillance of 
their parish priest, a useful intcrmedjary 
between Science and Superstition. 

The moon slowly descended, and soon 
vast shadow bands'of like successive rings 
of constantly varying and beautiful shades 
of color appeared round the sun. At 8:20 
tho moon descended to second contuct, and 
total obscuration occurred ; the eceno that 
now presented insisted on attention, aud 
tongues c used to wag intuitively. 

It was a unique spectacle, truly, and one 
which any pen, especially this spluttering 
quill of mine, must fail to outline In thu 
words of Mr. Albertin: "A something 
takes place, and you urc in a totally differ- 
ent scene." The intense silence that pre 
vuiled was accentuated by tho constant aud 
regular tap-) of a small mallet by an assist- 
ant, to mark tho half-second clicks of a 
chronometer. Meanwhile, thermometers 
falling rapidly from (10, after first contact, 
now marked 48 ° . 

Dark shadows, rising from the West, had 
spread over the entire canopy of Bky ; 11 
curious rippling-liko pulsation in the 
quivering atmosphere could almost bo felt, 
and was everywhere noticeable. As to the 
sun, the shallow bauds had vanished ; but 
the onrona, a veritable halo of light, shone 
brightly forth, while tho coronal fires, itn 
mense tongues of flame, leapt out on all 
sides beyond it, forming a symmetrical and 
beautiful coutrusD with the inky darkness 
around. 

\% To conclude, on tho right hand disc 
were floating solar clouds, perhaps 10,000 



miles high ; on tho left were protuberances, 
giving the moon a rugged, shattered ap- 
pearance. 

This Btrango vision continued for two 
minutes fifty- five, seconds, photographic 
cameras and drawing pencils making slrenu 
ous efforts to transfer something of the 
scene — including tho three bright planetB, 
Mercury, Venus and Jupiter— to piper. 
At the fifty-sixth second a silver glimmer- 
ing of liuht showed above the moon's upper 
limb, and th- sun gradually uncovered, (lis 
playing all his old vigor by sending the 
mercuries up to 9(3 3 Farenheit. 

Loud " Vivai por lesastronomes "showed 
how relieved and grateful the unsophisti- 
cated Chileno towards those wonderful magi- 
cians of the tube, and how thoroughly they 
appreciated the third contact. For myself, 
tbe pr< ceedinus here terminated ; tho fourth 
contact, took place at the hospitable table of 
Mr. King. H. 0. B.

((Derations of the Hydraulic Com 
pauy— The Townsite of Waneta 
to Bo Washed for Gold. 



Sayward to Be Reached by the Bail- 
way in June -Bright Prospects of 
This Cumins: City. 

(From our own Correspondent.) 

The town of Waneta consists at present 
of ubout a dozen small shacks located among 
the rocks on the north bank of tho Pend 
d'Oreille river, noar tho mouth. It sports 
ono quasi hotel, called the Hotel DeMoon- 
shine. The name is a very uppropriute one 
so fur as tho general accommodations are 
concerned, but fuils to apply to the bills 
rendered, which arc, unfortunately, of the 
most substantial nature. 

A good wation road runs along the north 
bs.uk of the river. The grude is, in places, 
rather heavy, and there are some bud mud 
holes hero and there that serve to prevent 
travel by this route from becoming too mo- 
notonous Tho Pend d'Oreille river just 
now is a boiling torrent that resembles no- 
thing more than u vast vat of yeast. The 
south banks are generally rocky aud barren, 
so far as is known, but on tho north bank 
are numerous deposits of sand and gravel 
which promise to play a very important 
part in the development of this section of 
the country 

About nine miles out from Waneta tho 
Kootenay Hydraulic Mining Company uro 
preparing to work some extensive placer 
discoverii s which appear to bo very rich. 
This Company has spout now somo $50,000 
in getting things into shape, and cau now 
get down to work for tho season. They 
have a saw-mill, boarding houso and offices 
about two miles from Waneta. At tho 
works a shaft is down i)0 feet, and as yet no 
signs of bed-rock. The ground is reported 
to show gold from tho grass roots down. It 
is appaioutly tho accumulation of ages in 
what was at ono time a largo bend in the 
river bottom. Experts pluco the pro- 
bable output at many millions of 
dollars, and estimate that from 25 10 50 
years must be consumed in washing down 
the ground which will pay for handling. 
Tho greater portion of the llumo is now com- 
pleted mid t tie eonip my are preparing to put 
in two tnotiitora of five streams each. The 
sawmill will cut about one-half million feet 
of lumber heic and then be moved to somo 
good timber lands up on tho Salmon river. 
Mr. Geo J. Goodhue, "the general manager 
of the company, is an American inventor of 
so'i e note aud will put insome of his special 
appliances toi the saving of gold. He is now 
ou the ground ard will personally superin- 
tend the work from now on. The prospects 
thut have been made ou the property have 
resulted in somo twenty small bottles of 
dust, ranging from Hour gold to large flake. 
Tho gold deposits in this section are quite 
extensive. It i3 probable that arrangements 
will soon bo made to handle the ground 
wlu-ro Waneta now stands, byilraulically. 

The wagon road will be extended from 
the fiat, to a point where it will intersect tho 
Nelson & Fort Sheppard railway at, .Sly- 
ward. The bridge over tho Pend d'Oreille 
rivei will be completed by the 15th of July. 
All the steel required in the construction is 
now on cars botweeu Golville and North- 
port, antl tho rails will be laid up as far us 
Saywurd from Northport by some time early 
in June. 

Nearly all the contracts have been let on 
tho N. ti F S from the Pend d'Orielle up 
to the Salmon. The woik is being done in 
stations genoral y. Tbe work is light for 
tho most part being side hill and scraper. 
At Say ward a good deal of clearing is being 
done and large piles of cord wood are grow- 
ing along the banks of tho river for tbe uso 
of the (j. it K steamers. Several large 
buildings are Hearing completion, and two 
hotels will bo ready for iinesis in about two 
weeks from date. Peter Larson, the general 
contractor for the N. &. F. S., baa his prin- 
cipal depot for supplies located on the 
esplanade in front of the town. He has 
four log stores houses and somo touts now 
in place) for handling supplies and storing 
hay and feed lor the teams on the grade. 
Somo 500 men will be worked from this 
point during the summer. The wagon road 
is now ubout six miles out from S»yw\urd up 
the Heaver creek. 

Mr. Welsh, the partner of Mr. Larson in 
the contract on the road, came over from 
Nelson this week. Ho Wr>s eight 
hours making thirteen miles over tho 
summit, where he encountered ten 
feet of snow. Tho general impression 
is that Sayward will become un important 
business centre, and probably tho largest 
town in British Columbia on tho Colum- 
bia river. Tho site is well chosen for a 
beautiful city. Tho bind rises in 
beeches of from 20 to 60 feet in 
height. These benches are four in number. 
Hack in the mountain side is a sandy loam, 
which seems to bo well adapted for agricul- 
tural purposes. Fruit growing should be 
very successful in this locality, and will bo 
an important feature in tho future develop- 
ment of this vicinity. 

The town is well laid out, with wide 
avenues and streets, and considering that it 
has only been occupied now less than u 
month, has had a remarkable growth. Ef- 
forts are being made to have smelting works 
located hero for tho reduction of tho ores 
from tho Trail creek country. It will bo 
the end of navigation on tho river as soon 
as tho railroad is completed, us by putting 
in here much bad water between Saywurd 
and Northport is avoided, more especially 
tho low water in tho Spring. As it will be 
difficult to convey goods over tho summit , 
this should become tho receiving and (lis 
tributing centre for not only this district 
but tho Salmon river country us well.

THE BY-LAWS. 

The ratepayers will be asked, on Thura. 
day, to sanction loans for tho completion of 
the sowers, for electric lighting, for school 
edifices, and for the improvemout of tho 
Park. Tho aggregate of tho proposed loan3 
is $805,000. This is a very considerable 
sum to add to tho debt of tho city, and the 
Corporation should bo able to show that tho 
works for which the money is to be 
borrowed are necessary and that it 
Ola be raised in no other way 
than by a general loan. This U tho 
case with respect to the school buildings 
and tho lighting of the city, and perhaps 
the IVirk, but it is our conviction that i' is 
a serious mistake to complete the can- 
struction of the sewers by a general loan. 
We aro satisfied that tho work cm be 
done moro fairly, and in every way more 
satisfactorily to tho ratepayers and the 
citizens generally, under tho Local Improve- 
ment plan than by a goneral loan raised and 
administered by the Corporation. 

We have already seen how sewers are con- 
structed and other improveinentsmade by the 
Corporation. Thereaulthas beensatisfaotory 
to norjo of the parties concerned. There have 
been prolonged and irritating disputes, long 
delays; work lias been douo by*fits and 
starti ; improvements have in many cases 
boau thrust upon thoso who did not want 
them, and in many others proporty ownors 
have a3ked for improvements which they 
did not get until they had waited long, and 
even then, they were not such as were 
wanted. So disgusted were the ratapayers 
with tho old system that they were anxious 
to try the Local Improvement plan. A 
law was passed establishing it, and now 
when it is on the atatuto books, tho City 
Council capriciously refrains fiom putting it 
in operation. The aldermen are too timid, 
or too blindly attached to old methods, after 
they havo been proved over and over again 
to be inefficient, to give tho new system a 
trial. 

Tho ratepayers havo it now in their power 
to show that they aro moro intelligent 
and more progressive than the City Council. 
Let them refuse to sanction the $700,000 loan 
and tho Council will be compelled to try tho 
Local Improvement system, or allow the city 
to remain undrained. This, it is not likely, 
the present or any other council would bo 
allowod to do. Tho oitizens of Victoria 
have long been alive to tho necessity of 
having the city well drained, and if the City 
Council hud been more enterprising and 
more energetic, the work of completing Ihe 
sewers would huvo been well under way be- 
foro this. 

If the citizens want tho druinngo well 
done and the burden of the cost of con- 
struction equitably divided, they will in- 
sist on tho work being done under tho Local 
Improvement law. Wo woro under the 
impression that tho Council had Bomo timo 
ago determined to go on with tho work 
under that system, and why they havo 
chmged their minds it is difficult to say. 

Tho money to bo raisod for school build- 
ings is a moderate sum, not, wo beliove, 
moro than sufficient to meet the present needs 
of tho city. Moro and hotter school accom- 
modation is urgontly required. It is almost 
certain that tho number of children attend- 
ing the public schools will go on increasing 
at°tho rate it bad done during tho past four 
or five years. In providing school aecom- 
modation it is well to look ahead a little 
and to take measures to provent a repeti- 
tion of tho overcrowding that now exists. 
Tho expense of providing buildings suf- 
SoLently largo will not be much great- 
or than making what id likely to be a 
mere temporary improvement. We believe 
•'uvtit would bo really more ccouonuoa 



to appropriate ono hundred thousand 
or ono hundred and twenty thousand 
dollars to school building and school equip- 
ment than eighty-live thousand, but as tho 
lust mentioned sum is all that is asked for, 
it should bo votod cheerfully by tho rate- 
payers. Viotorift, >n the matter of schools 
and school buildings, is falling far behind 
Vancouver, and this should not bo. This 
city should take the loud in this important 
matter as it doe3 in ao many others. 

No ono in the oily need3 to be reminded 
that the corporation's electric liyht plant 
needs renewing, and that tho lights ought 
to bo increased. Tho city lighting has not 
boon creditable to tho corporation for some 
timo pastj and thero are parts of tho city 
which, except when nuturo is kind and gives 
us bright moonlight, aro always, in tho dark. 
Tho sum asked for by tho corporation does 
not seem to be too large, and if a good uso is 
made of tho money tho comfort and conven- 
ience consequent upon a butter service, will 
Tjo cheaply obtained. 

Wo ore among those who believe that 
much of tho so-called ornamentation of 
Beacon Hill Park does not make it moro 
beautiful. All that tho Council has to do is 
to lot Nature have its way, und tho I'ark in 
summer will be much prettier than it can 
bo made by dictations so-called. What 
the Park wants aro conveniences for those 
who visit it — smooth puths, comfortable 
seats and enough of them, a plentiful supply 
of good water easily accessible, and build- 
ings where picnickers and other visitors can 
find shelter when shelter is needed. The 
requirements of the children should be con- 
sidered. Tho Park should be for them a 
safe, us well us a delightful playground. It 
would not, in our opinion, take nearly ten 
thousand dollars to make Beacon Hill I'ark 
all that it should be. Money expended in 
beautifying it would bo worso thun thrown 
away. 

WAS IT A COMPROMISE- 

The Hull strike, it is suid, was settled by 
a compromise. We must confess thut from 
what we have read we do not bco where the 
compromise comes in. Tho terms of sottlo- 
ment, as given by cable, aro that tho men 
who have been on striko aro to obtain 
work aa Boon as places are vucant for them ; 
that non-uuion men aro not to bo molested, 
und that employers may dismiss non-union 
men who may be guilty of threatening non- 
union employes. No ugents of tho Dockers' 
Union are to visit tho ships or workshops 
whilo the men are at work and non-union 
emblems are to be worn by tho men while 
they ure working. Henceforth thero ia to 
be no strike or lockout without a notice cf 
twenty-ono diys previously given by the 
side initiating tho strujjglo. 

The origin of tho strike is thus given in 
the May number of the Review of Reviews, 
the editor of which, Mr. VV. T. Stead, is in 
sympathy with tho cause of labor: 

"Without entering into details," Mr. 
Stead says, " as to the origin of the tight, 
it may bo said that the issue at slake was 
whether or not the unionist laborers in the 
dockyards should be allowed to forbid the 
employment of any non-unionist. Messrs. 
Wilson, the great shipowners, whoso 
steamers form a considerable part of tho 
merchant navy of this country, inaisttd 
that they Bhould be allowed freely to em- 
ploy non-unionists equally with unionists. 
The uniouists objected, unci, against the 
advice of their leaders, struck work. Their 
exchequer was nearly empty, and trade was 
not in a condition to give them much chance 
of success." 

Our readers havo heard how the strike 
was carried on. Violence was resorted 
to, and the troops had to be called 
out to maintain order. Sixty thou- 
sand pounds' worth of timber was 
burned in tho timber yards. The firo was 
supposed to be an incendiary one. Tho 
strikers refused to aid in putting it out, al- 
though they were offered 7s. 6d. an hour. 
The hose, too, was cut. "It is to the credit 
of tho labor leaders in tho country," Mr. 
Stead says, "that they havo done what they 
could to promote pc ice, and no one, with 
the exception of Mr. J. Havelock Wilson, 
M.P., tho Secretary of the Fireman's Union, 
and Mr. Keir Hurdie, has ventured to do- 
mur to the reinforcement of the authorities 
by additional police and military. Murder 
and outrage lie outside the rules of the 
game, and any attempt to resort to them 
cannot he too firmly repressed in the inter- 
ests of the workmen themselves. 



A LITTLE TOO SCRUPULOUS. 

The people of tho State of Michigan havo 
come to the conclusion that their law- 
makers committed a most serious blunder 
when they abolished capital punishment. 
Thoy find thut leniency has not tho 
humanizing effect they expectctl. Murders 
aro moro frequently committed than ever in 
tho State, and the men undergoing sentenco 
of imprisonment for life, aro perfectly reck- 
Icsb. Thoy know that no greater punish- 
ment c^n bo inflicted on them for new 
crimes than that which they ure already 
suffering, and when the life of a keeper 
stands in the way of their making their es- 
cape, they do not hesitate to take it. 

A branch ot tho Michigan Legislature, 
seeing the unsatisfactory consequences that 
havo followed tho abolition of capital 
punishment, has passed a bill restoring the 
death penalty for murder when tho oiT-nder 
is convicted on direct testimony, but not 
when he is found guilty on circumstantial 
evidence. 

It is a wonder that tho tonder-beartod 
legislators did not forbid the murderer being 
executed unless ho hud advertised hie inten- 
tion to commit tho crime in ut least two 
newspapers, and invited half a dozen per- 
sons to be on tho spot, so that they would 
bo able to give tho requisite direct testi- 
mony. Murderers always take good care to 



make their intentions known, and they gen- 
erally take the lives of their victims in tho 
open day und in crowded thoroughfares. 

It might havo occurred to tho Michigan 
legislators, if they had taken tho trouble io 
think, that direct testimony may bo entitled 
to even less credence than circumstantial 
evidence. Circumstances uro not revenge- 
ful, they do not hate, they novor deliber- 
ately porjuro theuisolves, they do not make 
stupid mistakes, they do not jump at con- 
clusions, they do not see things bb they 
imagine thorn to be, but not as they really are. 
Witnesses who give direct testimony do all 
these things. When they aro wicked 
and dishonest they can swear a man's 
lifo away, and when they are merely excised 
und stupid, they Bometimes give testimony 
which turns out to bo very far from being 
in uccordanco with tho uotuul fucts, as they 
took place. Thero are men of experience 
who say that circumstuiflial evidence is 
sometimes more to bu relied upon than the 
direct testimony of men and women. Wo 
think we can understand how they cumo to 
that conclusion. Wo hear of tho cuses in 
which innocent persons wero condemned on 
oircuntstantial evidence in which no Haw 
could at the timo bo found, but we do not 
hear much about thoso in which persons havo 
been convicted on the evidence of witnesses 
who deliberately peijured themselves, or who 
gave their testimony under a false impres- 
sion. If tho inquiry could bo made it 
would, we think, bo seen thut as many 
innocent people, were found guilty of crimes 
on what was considered direct testimony as 
on circumstantial evidence.

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 

The New York nnd Chlcngo Markets— 
Stocks Closed Firm After a Con- 
siderable Decline. 

New York, Muy 121).— Tho stock market 
opened comparatively firm und tho leading 
shares made fractional advances on the 
final quotations of Saturday, while Con- 
solidated Gas jumped 2 to 131. Advices 
from London that tho first day of the 
fortnightly sottlemont had passed without 
any serious embarrassments, had tho effect 
of imparting a firmer tone to tho dealings, 
but tho bears soon started on another raid 
to catch stop orders, and in a short time 
some stocks scored material losses. Read- 
ing fell 5 points to 10§. This, together 
with u drop of 1 to 5 per cent, in tho bonds, 
added to tho weakness of tho general 
market. Tho heavy pressure to sell the 
Reudings was due to tho disappointing 
reports concerning tho readjustment plan, 
more particularly tho tying up of the stock 
in a strong trust for a series of years. 
Rumors of probable heavy gold shipments 
by Thursday's steamers, aided the decline 
in the general list. Tho sales reached 320 - 
947 shares, of which 15 57(5 were unlisted. 
I'he market closed firm in tono. Money on 
ca 1 2 per cent , foreign exchange sterling, 
4Sl>>. for 00 duys, 490J on demand.

ALD. BllAaa— How much oi that is for 
the sewerage engineer '! 
The Mayor— $250. 

A i.i). BRAGG— 1 would like one of tho 
members of the Sewerage committee to tell 
the Council how long it is proposed to kcip 
Mr. Mohun on. Now that the old contract 
is about completed they ought to be ablo to 
do without him. 

ALD. BARER didn't think the Sanitary 
Engineer was earning his salary of §250 a 
month, and didn't see why a man oi that 
kind should bo kept in that position. Here 
Mohun had been drawing §250 a month for 
Bix months, aud hadn't one good week's 
work to ahow for it. It was a living dis- 
grace — and an outrage on the city. 

Ald. BELYEA wanted to know what tho 
vote had to do with tho personal tirade 
against the Sanitary Engineer. 

Ald. Belyea continued that such a sum 
of muney should not be paid out of the 
revenue. Hero wus $Xi0 to be paid for the 
Sewerage Engineer and his assistants, and 
the city had not received ten cents bent fit.

Ho keeps on 
singing the same old song, and if that con- 
tinues, wo will never get through our busi 
ness. 

Ald. Munn said ho had been uuablo dur 
ing tho year to see where tho city cot valm 
for the money paid tho Sanitary Engineer 
But there was no use wasting time in dis 
cussing tho salary question every time there 
was a report from the Finance committee 
If the aldermen wanted to bring t ho matter 
to a head, let there bo a notice put on the 
board that the Engineer be discharged, and 
then the whole matter could, bo threshed 
out in a regular way. 

Ald. Stylus and Bragg spoko for 20 
minutes each in the same strain as Aid. 
Baker. 

Tho Financo committeo'e report was 
adopted. 

The Financo committee recommended the 
payment, of $3,327 for tho land ueotsaary 
for the extension of View street.

S3 in favorof Alexander MoBean, this 
sum being the balance, with accrued inter 
est to that date, to the credit of the corpor- 
ation, under tho Sewerage Loan Fund !•>•- 
law, 1890, thus leaving a sum of $504.49 un- 
provided for, in order to complete the pay- 
ment of the full amount the two commis- 
sioners certify as due. 

" That the Hon. J. H. Turner is absent 
from the province and may not return lor 
some time. 

" That by law No. 189 makes no provis- 
ions for two commissioners ucting in tlie ab- 
sence of the third, and docs not authorize 
payment of a check signed by only two, 
commissioners. 

"That on the 11th May, 1S93, Mr.

Ald. Belyea drew attention to tho !\ct 
that when the question of appointing sewer- 
age commissioners had comu up, he antici- 
pated the difficulty that would arise owing 
to the absence of Hon. J, H. Turner, but 
tho majority of tho Council persisted in 
placing Mr. Turner's nnme on the list. 

Ald McKlLLIOAN moved, seconded by 
Aid. MoTavish, that Hon. Mr. Turner's ap- 
pointment as a sewerage commissioner bo 
revoked, and that Mr. McBean bo paid in 
full. 

Ald. HENDERSON agreed with the first 
part of the motion, but did not see why 
the Counoil should authorize the payment of 
tho bahueo due Mr. McBean. He moved 
that Hon. Mr. Turner's appointment us 
sewerage commissioner be cancelled. 

Ald BaKEB thought there wus some- 
thing funny about those errors. If the 
Sanitary Engineer thought as much of the 
city as ho did of tho contractor, ho would 
perhaps go over tho figures again and find 
some more errors. 

Ald Braqo moved, seconded by Aid. 
Baker, that tho Mayor's report ho laid on 
the table. 

Ald. STYLES wanted an expert to go over 
the figun s. 

The motions of Aid, Henderson and Mc- 
ECillioan were lost. 

Ald. MoTavish did not'seo why the con- 
tractor should bo kept out of his money 
while the Council was dilly dallying around 
doing nothing. 

Ald. BltAOC! claimed that tho Council was 
not responsible for the delay, Ho objected 
to being made "next door to nothing" by a 
newspaper. Ho didn't think some members 
of the Clotinr.il knew any more about sewers 
than about, making watches. Why was tho 
Council bothered about this matter? Tho 
simple reason was that tho Mayor didn't 
want to shoulder the responsibility of sign- 
ing the check and wanted to shove it oil' on 
the Council. 

Ald. Munn declined to shoulder any of 
the responsibility of making the final pay- 
ment. It was a debt not incurred by the 
Council but by a separate board, und there 
was no difference between this final pay- 
ment aud tho other ones that had beeu 
made. 

Al,d. BAKER talked fifteen minutes to 
prove that the Mayor had u right to his 
own opinion. 

After another half-hour's discussion, Aid. 
BraL'g's motion wus carried. 

Tho report of the financo committee was 
then tuken up. 

Ald. MoKillioan hoped this would give 
tho Mayor a chance to wind up this busi- 
nets, which had caused perpetual discussion 
for the past five months, uutil any reason- 
able man must be disgusled. 

Ald. Belyea hoped the Mayor would 
settle the matter up now. It would just 
take five minutes to remove this bugbear. 

Ald Braoq wanted fair play and more 
discussion. He did not think the public 
mind was yet clear on the "concussion 
point," and the matter should bo more fully 
discussed. 

Aid. Baker and Styles filled in tho time 
until 10:15 p.m. 

The report of the finance committee wus 
then adopted on tho following division :
